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Petition unlikely to prevent move by council chiefs

A HEALTH and community 
centre in Walsall looks set to 
close - despite a long-running 
battle by residents and a peti¬ 
tion with more than 1,000 sig¬ 
natures to keep it open. 

A new report revealed that the Wal¬ 
sall Council-owned Broadway North 
Centre is surplus to requirements. 

Thousands of residents previously backed a 
petition to prevent the centre from being sold 
off. 

The centre is currently home to a community 
association and a recovery scheme for people 
with mental health issues that will have to 
move out if councillors approve the proposals. 

The recommendations are for the relocation 
of the NHS services to an alternative site, for 
the centre to be declared surplus to require¬ 
ments and for the community association’s 
licence to cease. But the report further states 
that the building has been nominated as an 
asset of community value. 

This means that it may be protected in future 
from redevelopment. 

Promises 

Paddock ward Councillor Rose Martin spear¬ 
headed the campaign to keep the centre open 
and also campaigned for improved health pro¬ 
vision in the area. 

She said: “The officers recommendation is to 
sell the land off and have no consideration for 
the community association and or health needs, 
despite promises. 

“I wish to remind everyone that the key pri¬ 
ority of the Walsall Health & Well Being Strat¬ 
egy is to build stronger, healthier communities 
for individual groups in Walsall and to be able 
to access those appropriate facilities and ser¬ 
vices. 

“If this is sold we will have nothing.” 

A postcard petition sent to householders and 
a paper petition attracted 1,000 signatures that 
were lodged with the council. 

Despite this and a consultation with centre 
users, the site is now facing closure. 

Park Hall Community Association runs some 
of its activities at the venue where it relocated 
to from a school two years. The trustees fear 
they will have to move for a second time. 

The council has said the disposal of the prop¬ 
erty is not driven by its need to make cost sav¬ 
ings. 

And they add that the relocation of the men¬ 
tal health social care services from the centre 
must meet the needs of users. 

The report was due to be discussed by the 
council’s cabinet last night, Wednesday.

A PUB is undergoing a musically themed 
revamp and the new owners are hoping the 
change strikes a chord with punters. 

Deb Jacobs, Phil Riley and Gary Wardele 
took over the Chase Inn, Brownhills in Feb¬ 
ruary and have set about refurbishing it ever 
since. They aim to complete the overhaul in 
time to host a new beer festival at the end of 
next month 

Inside, visual transformations have already 
taken place to get the most out of the build¬ 
ing’s natural character. 

One of the two bar areas has been signif¬ 


icantly spruced up and stripped back so its 
original pine features are on show. 

Ms Jacobs, who is the day-to-day manager, 
said: “I think there have been so many own¬ 
ers here in the last 15 years that the pub has 
been let go really so we are looking to put it 
back on the map. We have noticed the num¬ 
ber of customers increasing and plenty have 
said they would continue to come back.” 

Other works includes working pumps being 
reinstalled while elsewhere in the venue a 
second fireplace has been opened up to gener¬ 
ate a more welcoming atmosphere. 


Vintage music posters adorn the walls and 
a piano has been brought in which will lead to 
open mic nights. 

While behind the scenes the kitchen is 
being overhauled because the owners want to 
start serving home-cooked food to customers 
while the cellar has also received attention 
with pipes being renewed to enhance the 
quality of the beer taste. 

The work has been ongoing for more than 
four weeks and everything is gearing towards 
a new three day beer, cider and music festival 
from May 29-31.

A ROAD crossing has been upgraded on 
a busy route in Walsall after three years of 
campaigning by residents. Walsall Coun¬ 
cil has upgraded the crossing in Darlaston 
Road, near Hough Road in Pleck, to a sig¬ 
nal controlled puffin crossing. 

Valerie Vaz, who is defending her parlia¬ 
mentary seat in Walsall South, had called 
on Walsall Council for the crossing to 
be upgraded and raised the issue in the 
House of Commons, handing a petition of 
more than 300 names to Parliament in July 
2012 .

Radio link to help 
target shoplifters 

A NEW £30,000 retail radio link is being 
launched for businesses in Walsall to 
help crack down on crime. 

Retailers will receive radios and 
direct links between each other and 
police through the digital scheme at 
Bloxwich, allowing them to commu¬ 
nicate over potential shoplifters and 
thefts taking place in the area. 

The Home Office has contributed 
£30,000 towards the initiative with the 
intention of being rolled out across 
Brownhills, Darlaston and Willenhall.

Backing by chiefs

A JAZZ orchestra that has nurtured 
some of the finest musicians in the West 
Midlands celebrated its 40th anniver¬ 
sary with a rip-roaring performance of 
funk and swing. 

Walsall Jazz Orchestra (WJO) started 
in 1975 to satisfy a shared love of con¬ 
temporary music among its founders. 

On Sunday, the 19-piece band cele¬ 
brated in style with a show at Birming¬ 
ham’s CBSO Centre consisting solely of 
music penned by its members. Over the 
years the mainly semi-professional group 
has kick-started the careers of numer¬ 
ous players that have gone on to become 


highly regarded top level musicians. And 
two of the orchestra’s stars came back as 
special guests for the big show. 

Martin Shaw, who has been a mem¬ 
ber of the BBC’s Big Band and has 
performed with Jamiroquai, returned 
to play trumpet, while world renowned 
saxophonist Julian Argiielles - who has 
released 12 solo albums - also put in a 
turn. Both of them used to play in the 
orchestra as teenagers. Founder mem¬ 
ber and musical director John Hughes, 
75, said he never expected the orchestra 
to last this long when members first got 
together at Queen Mary’s High School. 


“In those days we did classical pieces, 
but there was a shared love of contempo¬ 
rary jazz and we decided to go down that 
route,” said Mr Hughes, from Telford, a 
former music teacher at the school. 

“We’ve had members come and go 
over the years, and it’s always a pleasure 
to welcome them back.” 

The orchestra rehearses at the Forest 
Arts Centre on Hawbush Road, Walsall, 
and regularly puts on shows there. 

It is due to play the Lichfield Jazz Fes¬ 
tival on June 28 and the Birmingham 
Jazz Festival on July 12.

Father and daughter Will and Sophie 
Morgan, from Willenhall, also queued for 
the chance to meet him. Mr Morgan, aged 
56, said: “He is a great bloke and really puts 
time in when he meets his fans.” 


POLICE were called when dozens of angry 
parents staged a protest at a troubled Walsall 
school over fears a pupil had been stabbed. 

Around 30 parents turned up at The Mirus Academy 
on Monday demanding answers after a teenage boy was 
injured in the playground on Friday. Rumours contin¬ 
ued and it was claimed the boy had been slashed with a 
blade. It later emerged it was an accident. 


However, scenes at the 
school later descended into 
chaos with some pupils walk¬ 
ing out of lessons and staging 
a sit-down protest. 

An ambulance was called 
and a boy taken to hospital 
when he cut his hand climb¬ 
ing over railings in the melee. 
Parents said they were una¬ 
ware of the circumstances of 
Friday’s incident and annoyed 
the school in Leamore Lane 
had failed to inform them. 

They found out about 
the incident after a parent 
posted something about it on 
Facebook and they were de¬ 
manding answers from new 
headteacher, Dame Maureen 
Brennan. 

Organised 

Some pupils left school with 
their parents in the protest. 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Service confirmed they had 
attended the school and Jamie 
Arrowsmith, spokesman, said: 
“A patient caught their hand 
on the fence and was taken to 
Walsall Manor Hospital.” 

Father-of-three Michael 
Walker organised the protest 
after seeing a picture of the 
injured boy on Facebook over 
the weekend. 

He said: “Why were we not 
told? No letters have been 
sent, parents have not been 
called or texted and when par¬ 
ents called earlier the head 
refused to talk.” 

The school at first refused 
to speak directly to the par¬ 
ents, instead sending a mes¬ 
sage through a police officer,

telling them to arrange indi¬ 
vidual appointments. How¬ 
ever, when parents refused 
to move, Dame Maureen 
agreed to meet with them in 
the school hall. Mother-of- 
four Teresa Emery said: “My 
13-year-old son came to me 
and said he was scared to go 
to school because a lad had 
been attacked. 

“How can I reassure him 
when parents don’t know the 
facts?” News of the demon¬ 
stration spread as scores of 
concerned parents arrived 
mid-morning to collect their 
children. 

Tearful mother-of-one 
Jacqueline Ruston arrived 
to collect her daughter and 
said: “I am very upset and 
very angry. I would never 
have let my daughter come to 
school today. I am not send¬ 
ing her back until I know the 
school is safe.” 

Dame Maureen confirmed 
an incident had happened on 
Friday but refused to com¬ 
ment on why parents were 
not told. On Friday the in¬ 
cident was reported to West 
Midlands Police who later 
confirmed it was ‘accidental’.

When the guard asked the 
man to purchase a valid ticket, he re¬ 
fused. He got off the train at Perry Barr 
and shouted insults and threats at the 
staff member. “This was a very upsetting 
experience for the member of staff who 
was simply doing his job.”

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Pension pot 
change may 
affect NHS, 
warns firm 

CHANGES to NHS pensions will 
leave the health service short of GPs, 
consultants and dentists, a firm of ac¬ 
countants has warned. 

A new cap on how much an NHS 
pension can earn could persuade 
thousands of senior NHS doctors to 
take early retirement - leaving the 
West Midlands short of their cru¬ 
cial skills. This is the warning from 
Bishop Fleming, an accountancy firm 
with a specialist team serving health¬ 
care clients. 

“Recent changes to pension rules 
mean that the NHS is likely to lose 
many doctors and dentists aged more 
than 50,’’said Tim Godfrey, head of 
Bishop Fleming’s healthcare team. 

Ceiling 

“The recent reduction of the max¬ 
imum pension pot is a big issue for 
NHS doctors - including GPs and 
consultants - and for NHS dentists. 

“Now that the permitted ceiling 
for a pension pot is £1 million, many 
long-serving doctors and dentists - 
aged in their 50’s - will have reached 
that ceiling and will now be studying 
whether it is worth their while to con¬ 
tinue working,” said Mr Godfrey. 

“I understand why the Government 
introduced these new pension rules, 
but everything in life can have unin¬ 
tended consequences. 

“On this occasion, at a time when 
politicians are on the General Elec¬ 
tion campaign trail, the danger is 
that the NHS will see an exit of much- 
needed experienced GPs, consultants, 
and dentists.”

Thousands join in with 
Vaisakhi celebrations 


THOUSANDS of people lined the 
streets of Walsall to celebrate the 
annual Vaisakhi festival. 

The festival is one of the holiest days 
in the Sikh calendar, marking both the 
founding of the Khalsa in 1699 and the 
coming of Spring. 

The procession started with a mass balloon 
release at the newly revamped Guru Nanak 
Gurdwara in West Bromwich Street, Caldmore 
and snaked around to Bescot Crescent. 

It was led by a group of barefoot sweepers 
who cleared the streets ahead of dozens of flag 
bearers. They were followed by the Panj Piare 
- the five beloved ones of the Guru - and a col- 
ourfully decorated float carrying the Sri Guru 
Granth Sahib Ji, which are the holy scriptures 
regarded as the living Guru of The Sikhs. 

The congregation, which increased in num¬ 
bers as the parade progressed - followed the 
float singing shabads, which are sacred hymns 
praising God. 

Many of them were dressed in the Khalsa’s 
traditional colours of orange and blue. The 
procession, which is known as Nagar Kirtan, 
then continued onto Broadway West and back 
to the Gurdwara. On its return the parade was 
met with an impressive array of swordsmen 
standing to attention next to a red carpet that 
had been laid out outside the entrance to the 
temple. Throughout the day an army of volun¬ 
teers handed out free food and drink to those 
taking part. 

They included members of Midland Langar 
Seva Society (MLSS), an organisation founded 
by Sikhs to help provide food and support for 
the needy throughout the West Midlands. 

Ajmer Garewal, from the Guru Nanak Gurd¬ 
wara, said: “The occasion gave a perfect oppor¬ 
tunity for the local community to rejoice in the 
happiness of Vaisakhi and connect to the word 
and teachings of the Sikh Gurus.” 

Harjinder Singh Aujla, from the Guru Nanak 
Gurdwara, said: “You get people from all faiths 
involved in the parade. This is a true commu¬ 
nity event that is non-judgemental. That is the 
true spirit of Sikhism.” 

Amanpreet Takhar, 14, from Caldmore, took 
part in the Walsall parade with her father, 
Bhanji and mother Balwinder. She said: “It’s 
a great event that brings young and old people 
from the community together.” 

Beant Singh, 33, from Aldridge, also enjoyed 
the parade with his family. “This is a special 
day for Sikhs,” he said. “Thankfully we have 
had good weather and it’s nice for the family to 
come out and enjoy themselves.”

Killed rider was 'best in every way' 


A MOTORCYCLIST who was killed 
in a crash has been described as ‘the 
best in every way’ by his devastated 
family.

He suffered 
multiple injuries following the acci¬ 
dent with a car along the main A41 
between Albrighton and Codsall on 
Tuesday April 14. 

Mr Fisher, who was a plasterer by 
trade, leaves behind daughter So¬ 
phie, aged 11, and two step-daugh¬ 
ters Chelsea, 19, and Charlotte, 18. 

His wife Sharon said: “He was fun, 
he was considerate and kind. Every¬ 


one is just traumatised.” Mr Fisher 
had spent a lot of time helping his 
wife, aged 40, set up Platinum Tan 
Boutique in St Anne’s Road. 

Mr Fisher went out at around 
4.30pm and was on his way back to¬ 
wards home when the tragedy hap¬ 
pened. An inquest into his death was 
opened by coroner John Ellery, for 
Shropshire, Telford and Wrekin. It 
was adjourned until July 28.

A DELIVERY driver stole 
£25,000 worth of new mo¬ 
bile phones as he carried 
out his rounds dropping off 
goods to Carphone Ware¬ 
house branches in the West 
Midlands, a court heard. 

Craig Lowe, of Aldridge, was 
eventually caught due to a 
tracking device fitted to his van, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. 

None of the handsets and accesso¬ 
ries Lowe was supposed to be drop¬ 
ping off have ever been recovered. 

The former agency driver carried 
out the theft on August 27, 2013 
after collecting the consignment 
from the company’s depot, in Bil- 
ston Road, Wednesbury. 

Prosecuting barrister Mr Trevor 
Meegan told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court that the goods disappeared 
without a trace after the defendant, 
who has previous convictions for 
dishonesty, made an unscheduled 
stop in the Walsall area. 

Lowe, aged 29, of Walsall Wood 
Road, previously denied one charge 
of stealing mobile phones and acces¬ 
sories from Carphone Warehouse, 
but was convicted following a trial 
in March. He was immediately re¬ 
manded in custody for making a 
rude gesture to the jury when the 
guilty verdict was announced. 

Defending barrister Mr David 
Swinnerton said: “He has sent a let¬ 
ter to the judge. He has apologised 
for it and he has been taught a les¬ 
son because he has spent the last 
month in custody for what was a 
rather stupid act.” 

Judge John Walsh said: “You 
breached your position of trust 
while working as an agency driver. 
The evidence against you was in 
fact overwhelming. But the judge 
said he was prepared to accept the 
sentencing recommendations set 
out in reports. He sentenced him 
to 18 months jail suspended for two 
years, three months curfew with 
an electronic tag between 8pm and 
6am, 200 hours unpaid work and a 
two-year supervision order.

Rooted in 500-year-old Sikh tra¬ 
ditions of offering open kitchens at 
temples, the Midland Langar Seva 
Society’s teams of volunteers dis¬ 
tribute hot food, treats and clothes 
to the community in Walsall, as well 
as Birmingham, Wolverhampton, 
Coventry and Leicester. 

HomeServe has thrown its sup¬ 
port behind the project, by providing 
teams of volunteers, food collection 
banks at its Walsall headquarters in 
Green Lane. 

It has also now donated one of its 
vans - with Midland Langar Seva 
branding, and its insurance, tax and 
MOT paid for at least a year - to en¬ 


able volunteers to get food into the 
communities they serve. 

Pops, who with his family, organ¬ 
ises open kitchens six nights a week, 
said: “Although the open kitchens 
have roots in Sikh tradition, we sup¬ 
port all and everyone in need of food. 
We rely on volunteers, we rely on 
goodwill and we rely on food dona¬ 
tions. And we’ve had that in spades 
from the HomeServe family since I 
mentioned our work to one of the di¬ 
rectors here, Greg Reed.” 

HomeServe volunteers are now 
booked in every Thursday night with 
the society up until the end of June 
at least.

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Ofsted says 
standards 
at school 
are on rise 

ACADEMIC standards are rising at 
a school which is making ‘reasonable 
progress’ towards coming out of spe¬ 
cial measures, but still has a long way 
to go, Ofsted inspectors say. 

Lodge Farm Junior Mixed and In¬ 
fant School, in Willenhall, was placed 
into special measures following an Of¬ 
sted inspection in 2013. 

A recently published report, follow¬ 
ing the inspection last month, said 
some improvements had been made 
at the school in Furzebank Way, but 
more needed to be done. 

It said academic standards remain 
low across the school, but are rising 
and are rising faster in key stage two 
than in key stage one. 

Inspectors said writing was improv¬ 
ing across almost all the school but 
progress in reading had stalled for the 
youngest pupils. They said the quality 
of teaching remained ‘variable’. 

Inspector Angela Westington said: 
“It is improving in key stage two, but 
has stalled in parts of key stage one 
and the early years foundation stage 
where much of the teaching is carried 
out by supply teachers. 

“This is not a reflection on the in¬ 
dividual teachers. The number and 
combination of supply teachers, staff 
absences and job shares in the lower 
school are making more difficult the 
task of embedding and building upon 
agreed routines and instilling higher 
expectations. Despite this, there has 
been a determined focus on raising 
the quality of teaching through pro¬ 
fessional development for all, and 
personalised support for individuals.” 


Manor urgent 
care base plan 

A NEW urgent care base will open at 
Walsall Manor Hospital within five 
years as health chiefs are to push 
ahead with the plans. 

Urgent care will run from the hospi¬ 
tal site, based at the A&E department, 
to create the walk-in service. Walsall 
Clinical Commissioning Group has 
been looking at the option and is now 
part of its proposed operational plan. 

The current Walsall Walk-In Centre 
is based in Digbeth, but is still due to 
move to the Saddlers Centre for up to 
five years this summer. 

A report put forward through Dr 
Amrik Gill, chairman of Walsall CCG, 
says: “People would be able to ‘walk’ 
into the service at any time of the day 
for urgent care or be brought to the 
service by ambulance 24/7.” 

Town church set 
for fundraiser 

AN afternoon of music, stalls and 
worship is due on May 16 at St Law¬ 
rence Church Hall, in Church Street, 
Darlaston. The event is taking place 
to raise money for the Tearfund pro¬ 
ject and admission is free.

Extra £500k to help 

Manor cope in winter 


AN EXTRA £500,000 is to be 
ploughed into easing pressure on 
Walsall’s Manor hospital this year. 

Funding towards its winter resilience 
programme will be increased to £1.6 mil¬ 
lion under plans from the borough’s Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Group. 

Walsall Healthcare NS Trust which runs the 
hospital was forced to declare a major incident 
in January due to the demand on resources. 

Hospitals draw up annual winter plans to 
deal with the expected influx in patients and 
last year in Walsall extra bed space was created 
and staff levels boosted. 

It is not known at this stage what the new 
money will be used on. 

A report from Dr Amrik Gill, chairman of the 
Walsall Clinical Commissioning Group, said: 
“Walsall CCG has increased the proportion 
of winter resilience funding available to the 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust from £l.lm in 
2014/15 to £1.6m in 2015/16. 

“The opportunity to increase this investment 
has arisen as a consequence of targeted recur¬ 
rent funding from the Better Care Fund.” 

It comes as Walsall Manor has been battling 
against rising admissions which has seen grow¬ 
ing numbers of patients coming from Stafford¬ 
shire. It has seen the hospital struggle to hit 
the four-hour A&E waiting time target of 95 
per cent over the last year. 

Capacity 

The under-pressure hospital faced one of its 
busiest periods over Christmas in late Decem¬ 
ber and early January when it was pushed to 
full capacity. The hospital was forced to declare 
a major incident at the height of its problems, 
with more staff drafted in to help. 

It faced one of its busiest periods ever and 
was pushed to full capacity, with almost 100 
extra patients a week between the end of De¬ 
cember and early January. 

Since then, it has launched a £3.5m recruit¬ 
ment drive to bring in up to 85 permanent 
nurses and 35 care support workers under 
long-term moves to boost its workforce. This 
is despite the need for the hospital trust to cut 
almost 50 posts as it plans to save £10.5m this 
year. The equivalent of 48 roles are expected 
to be lost, although health bosses insist the 
overall number of staff will increase due to the 
agreed investment in nurses. The trust set a 
savings target of £13m last year but is target- 
ing £10.5m over the next 12 months.

Flame and fortune 



PETE MADELEY takes a look 
at Slade’s short-lived silver 
screen stardom, 40 years on 
from their movie’s release 


IT has been described as ‘the Citi¬ 
zen Kane of British pop films’ and 
features one of the world’s most 
successful rock bands performing 
in a gritty expose of the darker side 
of the music industry. 

It’s now 40 years since Slade in Flame 
hit cinema screens, starring Black Coun¬ 
try glam troupe Slade playing fictitious 
musicians in a made-up band. 

At the time they were riding the crest of the 
wave on the back of a string of number one hits 
including Cum On Feel The Noize, Skweeze 
Me, Pleeze Me and Take Me Bak ‘Ome. But 
movie-goers expecting bell-bottomed hi-jinks 
and Walsall’s Noddy Holder screaming ‘It’s 
Christmaaaaassss!’ every five minutes were in 
for a shock. 

What they got was an at times bleak view of 
the music business, complete with unscrupu¬ 
lous agents, dangerous gangster types and a 
band’s rise to stardom followed by inevitable 
fall from grace. 

Fantasy 

Sure there’s humour - a furious Noddy sing¬ 
ing while padlocked inside a coffin on stage is 
comedy gold - but this was not your average 
film about a rock band. 

It was a million miles away from The Beat¬ 
les’ A Hard Day’s Night, the rock star fantasy 
of the David Essex vehicle Stardust and vari¬ 
ous glam rockers’ bizarre Never Too Young To 
Rock. According to Slade drummer Don Pow¬ 
ell, that was precisely what the band intended. 

“We had no interest in making another typ¬ 
ical film about a rock band, that had already 
been done,” said Don, who lives with his fam¬ 
ily in Aarhus in Denmark. 

“None of us really knew what we had let 
ourselves in for. But we ended up with a film 
that comes across as pretty dark. 

“It shows the downside of the music busi¬ 
ness, all the crooks and the gangsters.” 

Don returned to Wolverhampton the city of 
his birth as guest of honour at a Slade conven¬ 
tion at the Robin 2 club in Bilston, organised 


to commemorate the 40th anniversary of the 
iconic movie. Filmed over the course of six 
weeks at locations across the UK, Slade in 
Flame follows the fortunes of a fictitious band 
as they hit the road to the big time at the tail 
end of the swinging 60s. 

In the film members from two rival bands 
join up to form Flame, giving them the same 
line up as the real-life Slade - Noddy Holder, 
Don Powell, Dave Hill and Jim Lea. 

From then on it’s a telling tale of a young 
band marketed and exploited to the point 
where they eventually tire of the whole busi¬ 
ness and pack it all in. 

The idea for a film was hatched by Slade 
manager Chris Chandler, who saw it as the 
next logical step in the band’s successful ca¬ 
reer. 

It was written by Andrew Birkin - with 
more than a little guidance from the band 
themselves. “The first story Andrew brought 
to us wasn’t really what we wanted,” said Don. 

“So we took him and Richard Loncraine (di¬ 
rector) on tour with us to the States for a few 
weeks. If you want to know what life in a band 
is like, go out on tour! 


“They came to all the gigs and travelled with 
us - really got to know us as people. There’s 
a lot of spare time and we would tell stories 
about daft things that had happened to us and 
other bands. 

“Andrew had a tape recorder with him all 
the time. Although the film is fictional a lot 
of what you see in there actually happened in 
real life, although not necessarily to us.” 

The early scenes of two young bands plying 
their trade around bingo halls and weddings 
certainly echo the pre-Slade band The ‘N Be- 
tweens. And Don’s character Charlie is shown 
grafting in a factory - a nod to his early re¬ 
al-life job as a foundry worker in Willenhall. 

The aforementioned Noddy-in-a-coffin scene 
reflects the antics of Screaming Lord Sutch, 
who was once trapped inside a coffin on stage 
while he performed with his band The Sav¬ 
ages. But there are times when the film de¬ 
parts wildly from reality. 

In one memorable scene Jim Lea sees Noddy 
tending to his pigeons. “Come in,” invites 
Noddy, covered from head-to-toe in pigeon 
muck. “They’re vegetarians.” 

“To this day I’m sure Noddy has never 


done anything like that,” chuckled Don. “The 
thought of Noddy training pigeons! I think An¬ 
drew pulled that one out of the sky.” 

Respected actors were also brought onto 
the cast, including Alan Lake who played the 
appropriately named Jack Daniels and Tom 
Conti as the band’s manager Robert Seymour. 

Fresh from a stint at Her Majesty’s pleas¬ 
ure, Lake was fired during his first day on set 
after enjoying a lengthy liquid lunch - only to 
be reinstated when his wife Diana Dors agreed 
to police his sobriety for the remainder of film¬ 
ing. 

Don admits his nerves began to jangle prior 
to filming, his concerns exacerbated by a tragic 
car accident he was involved in that killed his 
fiancee Angela Morris and left him suffering 
severe short-term memory loss. 

He said: “I had amnesia after the car crash 
and thought: ‘There’s no way I‘m going to be 
able to learn my lines’. 

“But of course I didn’t have to learn the 
whole film in one go. I would learn what I 
needed to before I went on set, so it wasn’t as 
hard as I thought. I actually found it was great 
mental exercise for me to learn things. I spent 
a lot of my spare time on set watching how 
things are done.” 

The film also spawned a best selling book 
by John Pidgeon and a soundtrack which 
sold 170,000 copies before the film was even 
released. “Slade has always been about the 
music first and foremost,” said Don. “We defi¬ 
nitely weren’t actors. 

“The music was a central part of the film, 
but after it had premiered it wasn’t the music 
that most people were talking about.” Don 
is alluding to the somewhat mixed response 
Slade in Flame garnered from fans and crit¬ 
ics alike. Some of the reviews were positive - 
with the BBC’s Barry Norman praising it for 
having ‘real grit’ and ‘real integrity’ - while 
others suggested fans were better off just lis¬ 
tening to the soundtrack. 

Don said that sections of the band’s fanbase 
struggled to come to terms with the harsh re¬ 
alities of the music business depicted in the 
film. There’s also an argument that the film 
may have ended up damaging Slade’s career. 
They never scored another number one hit 
single in the UK after its release, having had 
six between 1971 and 1973. 

“Part of the problem was that people 
couldn’t get their heads around the fact that 
we were playing characters, not ourselves,” 
Don muses. “But I’m glad we did it and I’m 
proud of the film.”

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Police rule out foul play 
in death of Charlotte, 23

Family in headstone plea 


POLICE have ruled out foul 
play in the death of a young 
mother from Walsall whose 
body was found in the 
grounds of a school. 

Three people were arrested 
in connection with the death of 
23-year-old Charlotte Christodou¬ 
lou earlier this year. 

Police said her death is not being 
treated as suspicious after a post-mor¬ 
tem found that the mother-of-one died 
of hypothermia. Her body was discov¬ 
ered in the grounds of Harlescott Jun¬ 
ior School on January 4. 

No further action will be taken 
against the 31-year-old woman or the 
32-year-old and 39-year-old men who 
were arrested in Shrewsbury on sus¬ 
picion of obstructing the coroner and 
police in their duties. Police are no 
longer looking for anyone else in con¬ 
nection with the incident. 

Miss Christodoulou was from Wal¬ 
sall but it is understood she had been 
living in the Shrewsbury area for some 
time. Tributes poured in for her after 
her death and friends on Facebook 
said she would still ‘live on’ through 
her daughter. 

Following her death she was de¬ 
scribed as a ‘wonderful mother, daugh¬ 
ter, sister, niece and granddaughter’ 
by her family. A statement issued 
through her grandfather Pete at the 
time said: “On behalf of mum Claire 
and all the family I am honoured to 
say a few words about Charlotte. 

“She was a wonderful mother, 
daughter, sister, niece and grand¬ 
daughter. When we think of her we 
think of her being full of life, fun lov¬ 
ing and always ready to embrace you. 
A precious part of our family has left 
us too early, though to us all she will 
never be gone or forgotten, but in our 
hearts and minds forever.” 


THE family of a schoolboy from Wal¬ 
sall who died after being hit by a police 
car have launched an appeal for dona¬ 
tions towards a memorial headstone. 

Streetly Academy student Har- 
ry-James Kirkham, aged 15, died as a 
result of his injuries last month. 

The teenager, from Kingstanding, 
was crossing Sutton New Road in Bir¬ 
mingham after leaving a church with 
friends. His family, including parents 
Dawn Smith and Craig Kirkham, have 
now launched a £4,000 appeal towards 


a memorial. More than £750 has al¬ 
ready been raised. 

They have said: “Harry-James was 
taken away too early at 15 years. He 
was such a giving child he wanted to 
donate his organs to others, which we 
have done.” 

The officer in the car, an emergency 
response Pc based at Sutton Coldfield, 
was on routine patrol. The matter 
has been referred to the Professional 
Standards Department.

Shock figures on drinking 
and crime are published 


MORE than 43,000 people in 
Walsall are classed as binge 
drinkers, with alcohol in¬ 
volved in 25 per cent of all vi¬ 
olent crime, say new figures. 

Over 200 young people aged 
from 10 to 19 have also had treat¬ 
ment for booze-related problems 
within three years. 

Health chiefs are now drawing up 
an action plan to help deal with the 
issue amid concerns for the long-term 
effects of excessive boozing. 


A council group has been set up 
through the health and well-being 
board due to fears of the growing 
strain on health services. 

Councillor Ian Robertson, chairman 
of the board, said: “The big concerns 
are of those young people who are 
damaging themselves seriously and 
putting themselves at risk. They need 
to be aware of what they are doing to 
themselves but in the long-term their 
bodies are going to be seriously dam¬ 
aged. 

“There is also an increase in those 


older, 40 to 50 years old who are drink¬ 
ing at home.” Councillor Pete Smith 
said it was important to highlight the 
impact of taking things to excess be it 
alcohol, food or drugs. 

He said: “It is of concern and does 
have a knock-on effect on health budg¬ 
ets, but at the same time you can’t 
prohibit the stuff. We have just got to 
keep on with the education so people 
are fully aware of the consequences.” 

The latest figures estimated there 
are 43,088 binge drinkers in the bor¬ 
ough out of a population of 269,300.

Ambulance is now back to full health

IT dates back decades and has fea¬ 
tured on the small screen. Now, an old 
ambulance has been fully restored by 
keen transport volunteers. 

The 1936 Guy Wolf ambulance has 
been given some tender loving care 
at the Aston Manor Road Transport 
Museum in Aldridge. And staff there 
have now been given clippings chart¬ 
ing where it came from. 

It used to belong to the old Guy Mo¬ 
tors factory in Fallings Park, Wolver¬ 
hampton, as an old works ambulance. 

The vehicle was also previously used 
in one of the Miss MarpleTV series be¬ 
fore coming into the hands of the mu¬ 


seum. It was refurbished last summer 
with volunteers managing to get it 
back in running order. 

They have also been handed a book 
of archives about Guy Motors which 
operated from the museum’s base in 
Fallings Park from 1914 to 1982. It in¬ 
cludes press cuttings and advert files 
about the vehicle manufacturer that 
produced cars, lorries, buses and trol¬ 
leybuses. 

Martin Fisher, chairman of the 
transport museum in Shenstone 
Drive, said the ambulance is a wel¬ 
come addition to the collection. “We 
are very pleased, it is a unique vehicle. 


It is a direct link to the Guy factory 
which was one of the biggest motoring 
factories in the West Midlands.” 

The museum’s collection also in¬ 
cludes a tram from the 1920s, a van 
from around 1928 and a taxi from the 
1970s, along with an old Royal Mail bi¬ 
cycle, bus stops and an old fuel pump. 

The museum was originally based 
in Birmingham but had to move after 
a row with the city council over rent. 

A pair of vintage coaches from the 
same Wolverhampton motor firm were 
also passed onto the museum last year. 
They came off the production line in 
the 1950s.

LAUGHTER rang out all night 
long when classmates from 
a school that closed almost 
five decades ago met up for 
a long-awaited reunion. 

Almost 100 friends from Wal¬ 
sall’s old Wolverhampton Road 
Schools, in Birchills, reunited at a 
party to mark the 60th birthdays 
of the class of 1969 to 1970. Some 
came from as far afield as the Isle 
of Man to catch up with pals that 
they have not seen for 45 years. 

Pauline Daniels helped to organise 
the party held at Bentley Moor Club, 
in Reedswood. 

“It went really well and more people 
than we expected turned up which was 
nice. Around 90 came along and many 
were older than our class of 1970, but 
word got round and they swelled the 
numbers. I had been in touch with a 
number of classmates via Facebook 
and we thought it would be a good idea 
to hold a reunion. 

“We booked the function room and 
planned to have a disco, but to be hon¬ 
est most people just wanted to chat 
and catch up. Lots of them posted 
messages afterwards saying they had 
a brilliant time. I think everyone felt 
elated because they were meeting 
people they had not seen for 45 years.

Rob Everitt, 60, travelled from 
Welshpool, and says he has fond mem¬ 
ories of his secondary school metal 
work teacher Mr Lockley whose in¬ 
fluence led him to train to become an 
engineer. “Fve got lots of memories 
from my time at the school. My family 
lived in Reedswood Lane and I grew 
up in the area. I liked my metal work 
teacher he was very nice and an excel¬ 
lent teacher. As a result I became an 
engineer and I run a motorbike busi¬ 


ness working on American Choppers. 
“The reunion was tremendous and we 
all had a good time.” 

Wolverhampton Road Schools con¬ 
sisted of a Victorian secondary mod¬ 
ern site now occupied by the town’s 
African Caribbean Community Asso¬ 
ciation and Emmanuel School. Until 
about 1968 it was a split building with 
separate classrooms for girls and boys. 


There was also junior school site on 
the opposite side of the road that is 
now a block of flats. 

The senior school was eventually 
shut in the 1970s after amalgamation 
with the Edward Shelley and Hillary 
Street schools to create the Wilfred 
Clarke Comprehensive that became 
Alumwell Community School in Prim- 
ley Avenue.

confusion fears 
over envelopes 
for postal votes 


MORE than 25,000 voters could 
be affected by ‘confusing’ post¬ 
al vote envelopes that would see 
their cast votes being sent back 
to their homes. 

Ivor Bolton, a retired teacher from 
Bloxwich, discovered the error when 
he put his voting papers in the pre¬ 
paid return envelope and his own ad¬ 
dress was shown through the envelope 
window rather than the Returning Of¬ 
ficer’s at Walsall Council. 

The same thing happened to his wife and 
two children. The 68-year-old was about to 
post his vote when he realised the mistake. 

It transpired the return envelope was 
identical to the one the voting instructions 
and voting papers were sent in. 

Despite there being an address window, 
there was no way the Returning Officers’ 
address could be shown. It means the only 


option is to handwrite the correct address. 
Mr Bolton, who lives in the marginal Wal¬ 
sall North constituency, telephoned the 
election office at Walsall Council and was 
told ‘that is how it arrived from the print¬ 
ers’. 

He said: “At best it is confusing and at 
worst someone totally unaware could send 
it off only for it to appear through their 
own letter box in a few days. There is a real 
chance of disenfranchisement and some 
may even think that they were sent a sec¬ 
ond one by mistake and just throw it away. 
Given that Walsall North is a marginal 
constituency it is vastly important that all 
votes are received securely and correctly.” 

Mr Bolton has used postal votes for more 
than 15 years. In his household his wife 
Elaine, 52, son Kris, 25, and daughter Jus¬ 
tine, 23, all use postal votes and encoun¬ 
tered the same problem. All completed 
postal votes need to be returned to the Re¬ 
turning Officer by 10pm on May 7.

ONE of the most naturally beau¬ 
tiful regions in England, the Lake 
District has long inspired the na¬ 
tion. 

From William Wordsworth and the 
Lake Poets to the death of Joe McIn¬ 
tyre in Coronation Street, the Lakes 
have inspired popular culture as well 
as bringing in tourists with its stun¬ 
ning scenery and welcoming retreats. 

Foremost in popularity is, of course, Win¬ 
dermere - the largest lake in the country. 
But dig a little further afield and there are 
plenty of fantastic finds spread across Cum¬ 
bria. 

Take, for example, the haven of Raveng¬ 
lass. Home to roughly 200 residents it is the 
only coastal settlement in the region and 
sits on the mouths of three rivers - the Esk, 
Mite and Irt. Dating back to the Second

Century it was an important naval base to 
the Romans and is steeped in history. 

From the visible remains of a Roman 
bathhouse to the stunning Muncaster Cas¬ 
tle lying a mile or so inland, there is plenty 
to keep you occupied while abandoning the 
rigours of driving for a couple of days. 

Haunted 

Muncaster is a must for anyone visiting 
the area. It is home to many ghostly tales 
and strange happenings which add to its in¬ 
trigue. You can rent it out privately for any 
function ranging from university reunions 
to weddings. One of the main legends sur¬ 
rounds the wandering, dethroned Henry VI 
after a defeat in the War of the Roses. 

After being given sanctuary at Muncas¬ 
ter, on his leaving he gave his drinking bowl 


to the Pennington family declaring that as 
long as it stayed intact they would live and 
thrive in the place. 

There is talk of a haunted bedroom, which 
needs to be seen before trying to make up 
your mind, while the legend of Tom Fool 
and his tenure as jester to the Pennington 
family landed the word ‘tomfoolery’ into 
our language and led to the brewing of a 
rather scrumptious ale in the area. 

But topping all the history is the stun¬ 
ning views northwards over the Eskdale 
Valley towards Scafell Pike - England’s 
highest mountain. Ruskin described it as 
‘the gateway to paradise’, and standing 
outside the castle’s main entrance you can 
see why. The grounds are extensive, host¬ 
ing many walks, and there is the World 
Owl Centre - home to an extremely rare 
Ethiopian eagle owl. When your feet are all 
walked out, Ravenglass hosts three great 


locations to recharge with food and drink. 

The Pennington Hotel restaurant, The 
Inn @ Ravenglass and The Ratty Arms all 
serve up tantalising fish dishes and a bevy 
of locally brewed ales. 

Other than the impressive Muncaster 
and the historic Ravenglass & Eskdale 
Steam Railway that provides transport in¬ 
land to Dalegarth and Boot, there is no real 
need to pay entry to an attraction. Thou¬ 
sands of strolls await. 

Once you have seen the coast it is worth 
heading inland to see what else the Lakes 
have to offer. If the tourist-orientated Win¬ 
dermere isn’t to your taste then head north 
through Kirkstone Pass towards Ullswater 
- the second largest expanse of water. Kirk¬ 
stone Pass offers too many Middle Earth-es- 
que views to mention. 

If a country break is what you require 
then look no further.

Shocking case leaves 
a race against time 


D o we really need another new 
police drama? Well, it if it’s 
written by Paul Abbott, the 
man who gave us Shameless and 
State of the Play, then yes, we 
probably do. 

He certainly thinks that his new 
series, No Offence, is filling a gap in 
the TV market. 

The writer explains: “No Offence 
came after searching for a concept 
that would match a Shameless 
landscape, which is enormous. I love 
cop shows, I love comedies, and 
nobody has found a blended set of 
ingredients that make that work and 
feel like the cop series I wanted to 
make.” 

Before fans of E4’s import 
Brooklyn Nine-Nine start raising 
objections, Abbott makes it clear that 
his series can’t really be called a 
sitcom. 

“No Offence is proudly a 
procedural drama, but it’s not what I 
started writing. I thought we were 
getting away with writing a comedy 
in my head, but it was just too big 
and eventually it got squeezed all 


the way back down to near real life 
but not real life - it’s heightened by 
two millimetres - and I think it is 
those two millimetres that define the 
personality of No Offence. 

“You can’t call it a comedy, as it’s 
as dark as can be... and it gets 
darker and darker.” 

He adds: “No Offence is trying to fit 
a square peg in a round hole and 
we’ve done it beautifully, with a set 
of ingredients that don’t look like they 
should belong together, but they do.” 

As it’s no ordinary police show, it 
makes sense that the team are no 
ordinary coppers. Led by the very 
capable, but slightly unhinged Dl 
Vivienne Deering (Joanna Scanlan), 
and her right-hand women DC 
Dinah Kowalska (Elaine Cassidy) 
and DS Joy Freers (Alexandra 
Roach), they work some very mean 
streets, which would leave lesser 
officers considering a change of 
career, but they largely take in their 
stride. 

Abbott says: “I love watching 
people being good at their job. I 
remember I used to watch Casualty 


when all they did was complain 
about the agency nurses and I’d 
shout ‘go get another job.’ I don’t 
want to watch people moaning about 
their occupation on TV - it’s like 
being haunted by your eight-hour 
shift isn’t it?” 

However, in this first episode, it 
looks like even this apparently 
unshockable team - which also 
includes Will Mellor as DC Spike 
Tanner and Colin Salmon as Det 
Supt Darren Maclaren - are about to 
be confronted with one of their most 
difficult case as Kowalska notices a 
pattern connecting the deaths of two 
young women. It seems the team 
could be dealing with a serial killer - 
and a third girl has gone missing... 

Again, it may not sound original, 
but that’s not really the point. 

Abbott says: “I don’t write for shock 
value. I think all crimes have been 
seen on television before, whether 
on the News At Ten or in a drama. 
But No Offence isn’t about whether 
you’ve seen them before, it’s about 
the attitude towards them. We’ve 
done it with such dignity and 
humanity.”

for blaze heroics 


THREE West Midlands Police officers have been hailed for their cou¬ 
rageous actions during a major fire in the Black Country last year. 
Police Constables Andrew Pond, Helen Barnett and Ben Cooper res¬ 
cued four people from a blazing building after a late-night chip-pan 
supper sparked a fire in Walsall. 

The trio were in the Chuckery area in the early hours of July 10 when they 
heard screams from a flat behind Rowley Street. 


They found smoke billowing from a flat 
and a woman trying to escape the flames by 
clambering through a small bathroom win¬ 
dow. Pc Barnett tended to the woman while 
Pc Pond and Pc Cooper, crawled inside and 
managed to pull another woman and two 
men to safety after finding them trapped in 
a bedroom. 

The occupants - women aged 42 and 48, 
and men aged 41 and 46 - were taken to 
hospital suffering the effects of smoke inha¬ 
lation but made a full recovery. 

And at a West Midlands Police awards 
ceremony the heroic three have now been 
presented with Chief Constable’s Awards in 
recognition of their bravery. 

Pc Pond said: “I saw through the kitchen 
window that the fire had taken hold and 
smoke had filled the flat. I shouted up on 
my radio for the fire service to attend but it 
was a case of every second counts so I knew 
I had to act before they arrived. 

“I tried pushing open the front door open 
but it was locked so I grabbed a door ‘en¬ 
forcer’ - like a small battering ram - from 
our patrol car and smashed my way inside. 

“I crawled along the floor to stay below 
the smoke but it was so thick it was hard to 
see...I got to the kitchen where I could see 
flames coming from the cooker. 

“I used a small fire extinguisher from our 
police car but the flames were too big. The

woman was still screaming that her friends 
were inside. Ben joined us and we crawled 
back inside to the bedroom where we found 
three more people and pulled them out of 
the flat.” 

Fire investigators concluded the blaze - 
which largely destroyed the flat - had been 
caused by a chip pan being left unattended. 

Pc Barnett, added: “The fire investigation 
said that without our help the occupants 
may not have survived; that’s what policing 
is all about, keeping our communities safe 
and protecting the public, and all three of us 
went home after that shift knowing it was a 
job well done.”

Folk ‘super group’ The Full 
English is on its farewell 
tour. DANNY FARRAGHER 
talks to creator Fay Hield 


FOLK musician and academ¬ 
ic Fay Hield is a woman who 
gets things done. 

So when the English Folk Dance & 
Song Society(EFDSS) set up an online, 
searchable archive of nearly 60,000 
items of social and musical history it 
turned to her to promote it. 

Based in Sheffield, Hield, who has 
a doctorate in folk music, or to be 
precise ethnomusicology, had sup¬ 
ported the project from the start and 
so EFDSS handed her the task of put¬ 
ting together a musical advert for the 
archive which became the award-win¬ 
ning The Full English music group. 

“They(EFDSS) would have happily 
had me turn up with two musicians 
and sing some stuff but that’s not 
what I wanted to do. ” 

So where did she start, did she turn 
to people she knew would be up for it, 
or did she throw it out there and see 
who showed interest? 

“Oh God no, I couldn’t just throw it 
out, I knew then I would be inundated 
and I would have to turn people down. 
No, I decided who I wanted in it and 
then approached them individually.” 

With her shopping list fixed in her 
mind there was then the hefty process 
of deciding which songs to use. 

“The archive has 58,000 scans so 
I needed some kind of divvying up 
mechanism so I looked at who the col¬ 
lectors were. 

“Martin Simpson was very keen to 
look at Lincolnshire collector Percy 
Grainger. Nancy Kerr was very keen 
to look at the women collectors. 


“I wanted some broadsides as well 
as some ballads and thought Seth 
Lakeman would be great, so he took 
Frank Kidson. Also, I wanted tunes as 
well as songs so Sam Sweeney and Rob 
Harbron did some tune development, 
Ben came up with his own songs, and I 
kind of scooped up the rest really. 

Nightmare 

“I sent Seth a dozen broadsides, 
Martin some recordings and Nancy 
some stuff as well which I thought 
would be helpful, but nobody really 
used anything I sent,” she says with 
a wry laugh. 

With all the musicians pursuing 
their own careers was it a nightmare 
to get everyone together at the right 
time and place? 

“It was quite difficult finding dates 
that were suitable for everyone. We 
had to do it intensively really, but the 
good side about everyone being so pro¬ 
fessional is that everyone is so profes¬ 
sional, so if they say they are available 
for those dates, they turn up and work 
very hard.” 

And was there a point where she lis¬ 


tened and thought Wow! This is going 
to work? 

“Yes, the first rehearsal. I had four 
or five songs I was leading on and they 
were quite groupish and I split the vo¬ 
cals with Nancy.” 

Was the FE always going to be a 
short-term project? 

“It was, and it was going to be much 
shorter than it has been. We have al¬ 
ways had to extend it a little bit be¬ 
cause of its success.” 

Was there a danger the band could 
become bigger than the project? 

“The sole purpose of the band was to 
tell people about the archive, and get 
people to visit it, to me that was the 
only reason for doing it.” 

With the amount of material availa¬ 
ble, why stop now? 

“It would be very easy for us to pull 
a second album together but we de¬ 
cided not to. “We wanted an example 
of what other people can do, it’s over 
to you now.”

Audi’s new 
A6 may well 
have just hit 
sweet spot

Thrilling it isn’t, but the new Audi A6 is a won¬ 
derful everyday drive nonetheless. 

It feels like the A6 has been around since Moses, 
but there are specific updates for this year. 

Technophiles will like the new LED headlight options, in¬ 
cluding the fantastic Matrix LED units that blank off individ¬ 
ual LEDs to maintain main beam illumination while avoiding 
dazzling other drivers. 

Amazingly, the windscreen and front side windows are 
now double glazed as standard. 

There’s also a smoothly-integrated new infotainment sys¬ 
tem with more features, and of course engine revisions that 
take the most economical A6 up to 67.3mpg and 109g/km 
- but only in the right specification. 

Not much has changed outwardly unless you care to 
break out your electron microscope, but versions with LED 
headlights, like this S line car, don’t need fog lights any 
more. 

The function is built into the complex LED units, so you 
won’t see pointless extra lamps on the front. 

The A6 has a deservedly superb image, whether it’s as a 
long-legged company car or as a carry-all premium family 
bus. 

It’s well known for its refinement, materials quality and 
comfort - and all three are borne out with this 2015 update. 

The Avant estate model is obviously the bigger of the two 
chief body styles, packing enough space for more or less 
anything you’re likely to need to carry. 

With the rear seats folded down there are van-like propor¬ 
tions to play with, but the normal boot area alone is enough 
for pushchairs, big suitcases or smaller pieces of furniture. 

A nice touch is a cupholder design that grips containers 
firmly and stops them tilting. 

Mechanically speaking, the car is also a great fit for the 
S tronic automatic gearbox, which helps waft the A6 along 
with dignity and quiet restraint. 

It’s supremely welcome in traffic, too, removing the strain 
often felt by your left leg. 

A butter-smooth drivetrain is perfect for the A6. 

It hums along so creamily, it’s hard to believe that just 
a decade ago Audi was still using the clattery old TDI PD 
engines. 

The latest common-rail 2.0-litre diesel is a marvellous 
thing, if lacking a little in outright punch in this car. 

The ride is comfy enough, despite the 18-inch wheels 
here, and you immediately notice how big and stable it feels 
both in a straight line and through corners, where it grips like 
a barnacle to a boat. 

Intelligent design means that the gearbox holds lower 
gears when going downhill, for example, to help with engine 
braking. 

On the downside, the steering is rather elastic-feeling 
and doesn’t have any real sense of connection to the front 
wheels. 

The harder you drive along winding roads, the worse it 
seems to get. 

The silver lining is that it’s light and responsive at low 
speeds, making car parks lighter work than they might be. 

Or you could just let the car park itself; you just need to 
select Drive and Reverse when the car tells you. 

S line trim, the Avant body style and the S tronic gearbox 
bump this car’s price up a few thousand pounds, but by A6 
standards, it’s not that pricey at all. 

It might just be a sweet spot in the range, too, with max¬ 
imum practicality, enough comfort and luxury and low run¬ 
ning costs. 

We managed just short of 52mpg on a 40-minute loop of 
mixed roads. Not bad for a big ol’ barge like the A6. 

This is such an effective all-rounder that many different 
types of people might buy it, for overlapping reasons. 

Families who need space and technology, and busi¬ 
ness users who want comfort and prestige, are the primary 
groups likely to make a bee-line straight for the Ultra TDI 
version. And they’d be wise to do so. 

This car summed up in a single word: Serene 

If this car was a chauffeur it would arrive wearing an im¬ 
maculate suit before demonstrating impeccable manners 
out on the road.
